low zero.

LONDON ATTITUDE 
UN FRENGH DEBI

Document Proves Much 
Shorter Than Expected

France Will Agree.

TESTS INDICATE

Cave City, Ky., February 8.— 

—Radio 
tests, similar to those used last 
week, were’ used today in an ef- 
fort to determine whether Floyd 
Collins is still alive. The radio 
experimenters declared after their 
tests that he is. 

A three-stage amplifier shunted 
by a condenser was connected 
across the two electric light wires 
leading to Collins, and the experi- 
menters claimed they heard the 
same faint rattle in the head 
phones that was heard before, pre- 
sumably caused by Collins moving 
when his electric light went out. 

The tunnel where “Collins is im- 
prisoned was. entered today and 
further tests made-to prove that 
the light globe hanging around 
his neck still burtis. Another is 
a few feet away, and then comes.

Sand eave tonight turned to an in- 
tensive search for a caravan leading 
to one in which Collins has been 
trapped for nine and a half days, 
guided by the stent of a large quan- — 
tity of banana oil poured into tha ~ 
tunnel in which Collins lies pinioned. 

The strong down-draft in the Sand 
cave tunnél has convinced state of- 
ficials in charge of the rescue work 
that there must be an exit behind 
Collins, into-which they can penetrate 
to release him from behind. 

Meanwhile work on the shaft point- 
ed toward Collins’ underground prison 
gees forward at renewed speed. In 
the last two hours, the work advanced 
one foot an hour, and at 11 o'clock 
tonight had reached a depth of 26 1-3 
feet. 

Rescuers Scatier to Caves. 

As soon as the banana of] was 
poured out in the tunnel, just about 
the rock shift forming the impassable 
lid to Collins’ tomb, all members of 
the rescue party, who could be spared, 
scattered to the well-known caves in 
the vicinity to sniff for traces of t 
pungent perfume of the oil. 

Many. natives believe that all thes 
caves — Mammoth, Colossal, Onyx, 
Crystal and others—are in some way 
inteftvonnected and the down-drift, 
laden with the banana oil seent, is 
expected to lead the rescuers to the 
secret passage of Collins’ prison. 

The gas-scent plan of rescue was 
decided upon when those in charge 
of the rescue shaft grew worried over 
tneir chances of reaching Collins alive, 
as the progréss of the work indicated 
they could not get to him until ‘Thurs 
day evening. . 

Rain Begins To Fall. 

The threat of rain, which may make 
digging much more arduous, also per- 
sunded them to adopt another plan. 
A tight sprinkle of rain began about 
19:30 tonight, but tarpaulins had 
been spread over the shaft and the 
eave tunnel, covering a space GU by 
40 feet. As an additional effort to 
keep rain out of the cave and the ~ 
shaft, strips of tin were etretched - 
nround the rim of the ravine, in the 
bottom of which Sand Cave begins. 

The tin will serve-as a sort of 
eaves trough to carry off surface 
water.

Spends Day at Sand Cave

Cave City, Ky., February oe 
gantic holiday crowds came here 
day and made the 6-mile trip to Sand 
Cave, where Floyd Collins passed the 
ninth day of his entombment. 

Long before noon, a continuous 
stream of automobiles wound cver the 
rough road to the rescue camp. At 
11 o'clock, there were two swlid lines. 
one going and one returning. For 


three miles along the way the motors, . 


two abreast, almost touched fenders. 

Farm yards and fields were tured 
into temporary parking places. The 
field between the road and the seene 
of operations was crowded with cars 
bearing many license tags. People 
motored from Qhio, Illinois, Indiana. 
West Virginia and Tennessee to wit- 
ness the scene, and the scene itaelf 
developed into a spectacle including 
thousands like themselves. 

During the morning, the crow41 
standing outside the barbed wire en- 
which protects workmen, 
numbered 5,000 and was constantly 
changing. The first hundreds ar- 
rived early, almost with the dawn, 
and their numbers grew with the 
hours, 

A spontaneous religious service was 
held. The group participating moved 
to a hilltop northwest of the cave 
entrance and began their worship 
with prayers for Collins. They sang 
and the song drifted down the valley 
below, echoing from the narrow ravine 
where. the shaft and the mouth of 
the cave are located. 


Additional lunch stands made their 


appearance in order to accommodate 


the large crowd, Sandwiches, fruit, 
coffee were sold in large quantities 


to those who did not bring their own 
lunches. 

Lunch baskets were brought from 
the cars, and men, women and chil- 
dren sat about in family groups. It 
was a holiday crowd, by whom the 
imprisoned man had largely been 
forgotten and their interest in the 
proceedings was largely in the spec- 
tacle brought about by efforts at 
rescue. 

Lee Collins, father of the cavern 
victim, moved about among the crowd. 
He introduced himself to anyone. who 
appeared to be a sympathetic listen- 
er, and said he was the father of the 
“boy in the cave.”

President Gillespie Speaks. 

Dr. Richard T. Gillespie, of Louis- 
ville, newly-elected president of Co- 
lumbia seminary, Sunday morning 
spoke to a large congregation at ihe 
North Avenue -Presbyterian church: 

“Theological education is the basis 
of good citizenship,” he said. “The 
theological seminary trains religious 
leaders and these religious leaders de- 
termine the ideals of the people. No 
people will rise above their ideals. 
The final test of a nation’s greatness 
is its moral and spiritual idealism. 

“The coming of Columbia Theolog- 
ical seminary to Atlanta brings into 
the life of the city one of the oldest 
training schools for religious leaders 
in the United Ntates. No one of the 
great institutions in Atlanta will 
make a larger contribution to . the 
moral and spiritual life of the city, 
and no product of Atlanta’s enter- 
prise will be of greater value to the 
south and to the world.

Three Great Ministries. 

“There are three great ministries in 
life,” said Dr. Henry H. Sweets, sec- 
retary of education of the Presbyte- 
rian church fn the United States, 
with headquarters in Louisville, in a 
sermon Sunday morning at the Central 
Presbyterian church.

“When Mr. Peabody, the great 
friend of education in the southern 
states, called attention of his friend 
John Hopkins to these ministries, he 
devoted his fortune to founding John 
Hopkins university, in Baltimore, 
which has sent out thousands of pre- 
pared teachers and physicians. 

“Atlanta Presbyterians are now 
called 1o consider these ministries 
and to build an institution which 
will send out trained teachers and 
preachers. The great need of the 
world is for men who see great prob- 
lems of life and have ability to. point 
the way out—men who know limitless 
resources of the living God and can 
show men how to avail themselves of 
His power. 

“A great seminary offers to come to 
your city, with all its rich traditions 
and love of its alumni, a marvelously 
beautiful location has been given, a 
president of faith and vision and ex- 
perience and tireless energy has beer 
secured.

Earned Right to Live. 

Dr. J. B. Green, professor of the- 
ology at Columbia seminary, speaking 
at the Peachtree Road Presbyterian 
church Sunday morning, said in part, 
taking his text from II Timothy 2:2: 
“Columbia seminary is Georgia’s semi- 
nary, ang had been from the beginning. 
Its beginning was long age; it is 
a venerable institution, venerable not 
only for age but for usefulness. It 
has justified its existence and earned 
the right to live on. We think the 
Divine Husbandman has never given 
commandment saying: ‘Cut it @own: 
why cumbereth it the ground? And 
if the Lord of the Vineyard were in- 
quired of today. the thing He would 
say: ‘Destrov it not; for there is a 
blessing in it.’ 

“That there has been a blessing in 
it all will admit. Shall we dispense 
with its services now? The reasons 
are as great for its continuance as 
for its origination. The need for well- 
equipped theological schools was never 
more imperative in this age of ram- 
pant liberalism.

Before negotiations can be com- 
menced on these bases, figures which 
can be proposed under each head must 
be studied. 

Two hundred millions francs worth 
of payments in kind were offered last 
Friday under the Dawes plan to the 
representatives of the devastated de- 
partments to fulfill the reconstruction 
program of the liberated regions for 
1925. The effect of the British pro- 
posals on this particular part of the 
Dawes plan, it is said, will involve 
much study. 

The British note having suggested

They could al- 
ways be brought _in line by coercion 
and promises. The soviet leaders had 
the same idea as the feudal lords of 
France in the middle ages. “Jacques

the back and a nod from a lord to 
the peasant was as good as breakfast 
and lunch at least. But in France 
the worm turned at last and his re- 
venge was terrible.

As an instance we may take 
the case of Belgium. After the sign- 
ing of the armistice the town workers 
thought the time ripe for a revolution 
and the preclamation of a_ republic.

Un exam- 
ination of a gallstone it is a common 
thing to find at the center a clump 
of disease germs, say typhoid bacilli. 
entangled with mucus, and around 
this central nidus successive layers 
of cholesterin and lime salts which 
have been gradually deposited from 
the bile. The typhoid bacilli have 
been found in the center of a gall- 
stone, still alive and ready for busi- 
ness, as long as 12 years after the 
original attack of typhoid fever. But 
typhoid is the infection responsible in 
only the minority of cases of gall.

from diseased tonsil, root abscess, or 
other septic focus, to the lining of 
the bile tract, via the blood stream. 

Corditions or factors which favor 
intestinal stasis and stagnation of 
blood in the splanchnic area (copious 
net work of veins in abdomen) priba- 
bly predispcse to the formation of 
gallstones if the bile tract is in con- 
dition to start in that business. Here 
is one wayinwhich the fat, 40 
lazy individual accumulates: a coilec- 
tion of gallstones. Here the corset 
yets in some of its harmful work; 
women are four times more frequently 
the possessers of precious gailstones 
than are men. 

Now, having acquired a gallstone 
or a bunch of them, what is one to 
do about it? How does one know, 
before the grand opening, that there 
are any stones there? Can't the 
stones be dissolved by some kind of 
treatment? 

It is possible, though certainly rare, 
for gallstones to remain latent for 
years, causing no trouble at all. As 
a rule, however, the victim at least 
suffers from “indigestion,” complain- 
ing of fulness, heaviness and disten- 
sion after meals, relieved more or less 
by belching gas or sometimes by 
vomiting; or a sense of fightness 
around the waist for which one 
loosens the garments. Frequent heart- 
burn or the regurgitation of sour ma- 
terial] from the stomach, is a familiar 
complaint of persons who carry gall- 
stones. Of course, none of these 
symptoms would convict one of bar- 
boring costly calculi. I am. merely 
reminding readers that even if there 
be such a thing as innocent or latent 
gallstones, certainly there is no such 
thing as innocent “indigestion,” and 
aside from the symptoms mentioned, 
gallstone subjects often have severe 
or alarming attacks of what is 
wrongly called “acute indigestion.”

Structural Engineers See

In the construction of a large mod- 
ern building of any ~ kind that is 
more than one-story high the question 
of the overhead weight is one of the 
very first questions to be considered ;

O be afraid the book you are read- 

ing will have a happy ending: 

That would seem a queer state of 
affairs. 

And yet that fear kept us tense re- 
eently over the last chapters of Edith 
Wharton’s most recent book, “The 
“Mother's Recompense,” just com- 
pleted in serial form. 

A happy ending to a story implies, 
of course, that everybody gets married 
and lives happily ever afterward. 

Sut Mrs. Wharton has wrought 
such a situation out of broken social 
laws, and then these broken pieces 
come home to roost, that tragedy must 
be the outcome. 

The book dramatizes that inescap- 
able situation that parents, when they 
are faithless to their obligations as 
parents, involve their children in the 
punishment that must sooner or later 
be visited upon the breaking of laws 
instituted for this very thing’ they 
have evaded—the protection of the 
family. | 

That old-fashioned condition that 
the sins of the fathers shall be visited 
upon the children unto the third and 
fourth generation shows no signs what- 
ever of being undermined in its truth, 
even by the most advanced thinkers 
and scientists. 

Mrs. Wharton’s book would indicate 
that the mother, too, who “must live 
her own life,” cannot satisfy the social 
law by her own expiation alone. She 
takes the chance of dragging her child 
down into the depths of the conse- 


, quences,

We talk, some of us, very glibly 
about “hide-bound conventions” (by 
which we really mean social laws) and 
everybody’s “right to personal free- 
dom.” 

Flow much more agreeable such talk 
than talk of consequences even unto 
the third and fourth generation! 


And while we are moralizing, there 

was that conversation we overheard at 
a movie the other day. Two women 
ere talking. 
“Yes. Mary Smith and her husband 
are moving. She kept on with her 
work downtown and they have saved 
money. They have been married sev- 
eral years. And now thev have the 
cutest little car and the cutest little 
house,”

The duel between Paavo and Wide 
was an event of international import- 
ance. Royalty and. civil officialdom 
honored the race with their presence 
and the most pompous among them 
completely lost their dignity as the 
race progressed. 

Wide’s rare ability as a midde dis- 
tance runner—and it should be re- 
membered the middle distances of 
northern Europe run from the 1.500- 
meter to the 3,000-meter events—first 
attracted attention in the spring of 
1921. No athlete in Sweden could 
follow the pace he set and Scandi- 
navian track records were knocked 
«alley west every time he answered 
the starter’s pistol. 

Sweden Claimed Wide. 

Sweden, of course, claimed Wide 
as its own and was predicting for 
him an Olympic career which would 
far surpass that of Finland's favorite, 
Paavo Nurmi. 

Whenever and wherever a Swede 
and a Finn met there was a discus- 
sion of the relative merits of the two 
foot-racers and it was not long before 
a matched race was demanded. 

There was considerable haggling 
over the distance. Wide’s excellent 
marks at the 1,500 meters brought a 
; request from Sweden that the 1,500- | 
meter course be specified. Finland’s 
Harn officials were for a 0,000 or 
10,000-meter race. 7anvo, himself, 
wus not fussy. Following his Ant- 
werp triumphs he had devoted himself 
to the shorter events in an effort to 
increase his speed. Paavo knew he | 
m sessed the desired endurance, that 
his lungs and heart would function 
rvthmically no matter how protracted 
the race, and with certain record- 
breaking ambitions in view he realized 
he niust develop speed and then strive 
to carry that speed throughout the 
longer races. 

Trains Against Ghosts. 

Paavo made a study of the middle 
distance marks and the men who had 
made them. W. G. George, England's 
great miler of 40 years ago; Tommie 
the old-time record-holder; 
John Patil Pones, who held the world’s 
amateur record for the mile; Normen 
Taber, whose mark of 4 minutes 12 3-5 
seconds, made in 1916. was believed 
to be the lasting world’s record fur | 
that distance, and Jean Bouin, the 
great French runner who died in the 
war, were Paavo’s gods at that time.
